SAVER OF RIVAL 
FOR WIFE 1S HELD 
ON MURDER COUNT 


Love Triangle Unfolded 
at Hearing of Grandson 
of Two Great Canadian 
Magnates. 


Canterbury, Eng.. September 3.— 
(P)-—Alphonse F.A. Smith, granlson of 
Hugh Ryan and Sir Frederick Smith. 
Canadian magnates, from each of 
whom he inherited great wealth, was 
charged tonight with the murder of 
John Thomas Derham at Smith’s villa 
on August 12. de was committed 
for trial at the next assises. Derham 
was a member of a well-known Brit- 
ish family. 

The pronouncement was given on 
the completion of the evidence at the 
arraignment of Smiih, whose comment 
was: 

“T have nothing to say except that 
I am not guilty.” 

Smith’s counsel argued that the evi- 
dence did not warréiztt committal ex- 
cept for manslaughter. 

Drama of Jealousy Bared. 

A remarkable drama of jealousy 
and anger was unfolded at the hear- 
ing. The victim, it is alleged, was 
lured to the scene of his death by a 
false telegram sent in the woman’s 
name by her husband. 

There is no eyewitness of the fatal 
shot except the wife, who was not 
called on to give evidence. Her sis- 
ter had seen the quarrel that had pre- 
ceded the slaying, but was in her own 
room upstairs when the fatal shot 
was fired. The death struggle of the 
two men in the drawing room was a 
fierce com st, but the only independ- 


ent witness*vf the affray was a pass- 
ing stranger who observed it through 


When arrested, Smith turned over 
to the police a letter which bore the 
possible construction that he had in- 
tended to commit suicide and his line 
of defense seems to be that in the 
struggle a bullet intended to end his 
own life killed Derham. 

The tragedy occurred after the 
three, the two men and the woman 
concerned, had supped together in a 
local hotel on terms of apparent 
friendliness. Today in court the prose- 
cuting attorney seemed to pay small 
attention to the suicide theory, point- 
ing out that had Smith intended to 
commit suicide he would not have 
had to await Derham’s presence. He

Fulton Body in Present- 

ments Declares Deposi- 
tors of State Are Not 
Properly Protected. 


GOVERNOR STUDIES

Superintendent’s Letter 
To Walker Says Investi- 
gation Considered Only 
One Side of Case. 


Replying to preséntments of the 
Fulton county grand jury recommend- 
ing to Governor Clifford Walker that 
he remove from office T. R. Bennett. 
state superintendent of banks. because 
of dereliction of duty” in connection 
with the failure of the Bankers’ Trust 
company chain of banks. Superin- 
tendent Bennett Friday night wrote 
a letter to Governor Walker denying 
the charges of the grand jury and call- 
ing on the governor to hold a spe- 
cial investigation of affairs of the 
state banking department. 

Mr. Bennett said the Fulton grand 
jury reached its conclusions after hold- 
ing a session behind closed doors and 
with only one side of the case present- 
ed to.it. He said the grand jury, if it 
believed the evidence on which it 
based its presentments should hare 
indicted him for a misdemeanor under 
provisions of section four. article 20 -f 
the state banking law. This law. he 
said, clearly sets forth that the super- 


intendent of banks, if guilty of mis-- 


conduct, neglect of duty or corruption 
in office, “shall be punished as for a 


| misdemeanor and on-conviction remov- 


ed by the governor.” 

The grand jury’s presentments 
charged among other things that the 
state banking department did not ap- 
pear to be in touch with conditions 
in the Manley bank ehain, that it did 
not enforce proper banking practices, 
that large bank loans were made to 
directors and officers of the banks 
and to corporations owned and. con- 
trolled by them; that the law was not 
complied with in the matter of audits 
and that the banks carried paper of 
acknowledge questionable value and 
insufficient as to security. 

The grand jury expressed belief that 
present laws governing banking in 
the state are adequate for protection 
~ depositors, but that the fault of 


_ the collapse of the Manley chain lies 


in “unsound banking practices and 
the failure_of the superintendent of 
banking to properly, promptly and 
rigidly enforce the state banking 
laws.” 

Governor Walker said he is giving 
the matter “earnest consideration.” 
but declined to say what action he 
will take. 


Superintendent Bennett in his let- 
ter to the governor said he did not 
know the witnesses examined by the

Riga, Latvia, September 3.—A cam- , 


paign to urge the recognition of the 
soviet government by the United States 
is well under way in America and new 
methods are being used by the soviet 
government to increase the number of 
communist sympathizers ilere. 
According to the latest plan of the 
Third Internationale the soviet gov- 
ernment has decided to plant three 
trained agitators in every large uni- 


versity and college in the United 


States. 

Hundreds of students plentifully 
supplied with funds from the commis- 
sariat of education at Moscow and 
fully equipped with documents bave 
been applying in recent weeks to the 
America: consulate at Riga for visas 
to enter America. Many of thése agi- 
tators have already reached America 
and enrolled as soviet students at the 
universities, scores of others ar@ ve- 
ing held up while the characters of 
the applicants are being investigated 
by the American authorities. 

The present immigration law con- 
tnips a clause permitting students to 
enter and study in American educa- 
tional institutions. 

The students have been instructed 
to organize clubs and societies to study 


'the soviet government and hold fre- 
quent meetings in which resolutions 
jare to be passed urging the immedi- 
ate recog ‘nition of Russia by the Unit- 
ec States.

Azores islands Tuesday, the authori- 
ties are giving their attention to main- 
taining sanitary conditions. 

Although four cases of bubonic 
plague have been reported, two of 
those stricken having died from the 
disease since the quake, the governor 
of the islands, who is a physician, has 
announced that generally good sani- 
tary conditions prevail, and steps are 
being taken to prevent outbreaks of 
disease. The two remaining plague 
victims have been isolated.

Necessity for Tax Is 


before the July-August term jurors and 


Tax Is Urged 


Urged Upon Jurors by 
School Leaders and Fa- 
vorable Action Follows. 


Voters within the corporate limits 
of Atlanta were urged by the July- 
August term Fulton county grand jury 
in its presentments handed down Fri- 
day to support a constitutional amend- 
ment passed by the recent legislature 
authorizing Fulton county to con- 
tinue to levy and collect a one mill 
tax for its school system. 

“With the funds derived from this 


fax permanent school buildings will 
be erected and as the corporate limits 
of the city are extended these build- 
ings will become the property of the 
Atlanta school system,” the present- 
ments said. 

The May-June term grand jury rec- 
ommended that the amendment be vot- 
ed down at the polls. County Schoo! 
Superintendent Jere A. Wells and the 
county board of education appeared 


explained the purposes of the pro- 
posed amendment. 


Reasons for Tax. 


“Fulton county within the Jast few 
years has put on a program of erect- 
ing permanent and modern buildings 
in place of the old, inadequate school 
house. The salaries of teachers of 
the county system have been raised, 
but are still low in comparison with 
Salaries paid teachers in other sys- 
tems. The progress which has been 
made is due to the fact that funds 
have been provided by the county- 
wide tax of one mill, which had been 
levied for the benefit of. schools, and. 
in order for the county’ system to 
maintain its present standard and to 
carry on its much needed building pro- 
gram, it is necessary that this special 
tax be continued, 

“This tax has been levied for the 
past several years but recently its 
legality has been questioned and in 
order to remove all doubt there is 
pending the constitutional amendment 
to be voted on by the people of Geor- 
sia at the next general election. In 
our opinion this amendment should be 
ratified so that there would be no 
question but that sufficient funds will 
be available to carry on the cause of 
education in this county. If the law 
is not enacted we feel that the result 
to the county school system would be 
disastrous and the usefulness of the 
school system seriously handicapped 
and hindered.” 


Wells Explains Tax. 
_ Superintendent Jere A. Wells has 
issued the following statement ap- 
pealing to the voters of the county to 
ratify the amendment at the general 
election in November: 

“It is necessary for this amendment 
ta be ratified in the general election 
in November if our commissioners are 
to continue to provide necessary aid 
for the schools, This does not mean 
any tax increase, but merely legalizes 
the setting apart by the commissioners 
of a definite sum for educational pur- 
poses, 

“For the support of the county 
schools a levy of seven and a half 
mills is imposed on all taxable prop- 
erty outside of the independent schoo} 
systems. But this, with the state ap- 
propriation is inadequate to operate 
the schools more than six or possibly 
seven months. much less to carry on 
work. it is claimed.

PLEASE STEP THIS WAY. 

A walker who takes two steps each 
second is not exactly strolling. The 
present marching gait of the army is 
128 steps in the minute, which means 
allowing 30 inches for the stride, 


This is good stepping. 
Very few hikers indeed ean get 


over 2 mile in 15 minutes, although 
most walkers believe they can. Some- 
how they fall down when you hang a 
pedometer on them. I used to think 
it an easy matter to walk a mile in 
15 minutes. It is precisely a mile 
from circle to cirele on a residential 
avenue where I fell down on this test. 
At first I suspected my WSears-Roe- 
buck pedometer was unreliable or not 
accurately adjusted to my stride. But 
I found it was quite accurate and lL 
confirmed the distance as precisely 
one mile. The best I could, without 
running, was 16 1-2 minutes. This in- 
variably included a few brief stops 
for traffic. . Even though the terrain 
be as deserted as a boarding house on 
Christmas some battered flivver is 
pretty certain to cut you off at a 
crossing.

CARSWELL CHARGES 
WASTE AT COLUMBUS. 

Columbus. Ga., September 5.—() 
Asserting that the real issue of the 
Georgia gubernatorial campaign is 
machine politics and not bonds, George 
H. Carswell, in his final scheduled 
address here tonight, scored his oppo- 
nen-. John N. Holder, chairman ot 
the highway department, as the repre- 
sentative of a policy “of waste and 
extravagance and machine govern- 
ment.’’

In Fight on Telfair Land Deal 


Further charges in connection with 
“a Jand deal” in Telfair county in 
which Eugene Talmadge, candidate 
for commissioner of agriculture, 1s 
alleged to have sold some of his land 
to his county for a profit while he 
was serving as attorney for the coun- 
ty board of commissioners were pre- 
ferred Friday by the campaign com- 
mittee of J. J. Brown, opponent of 
Talmadge in the present race for com- 
missioner. 

Talmadge headquarters replied to 
the Brown charge concerning the 
“land deal” by submitting a sworn 
affidavit signed by the members of the 
Telfair county commissioners in which 
it was stated that the “land deal” was 
“fair and legitimate” and that the 
Telfair commissioners were showing 
their confidence in Talmadge by sup- 
porting him in his race against Brown. 

The Brown statement follows: 

“The superior court records of Tel- 
fair county show that the present- 
ments of the October, 1923, court term 
grand jury of that county contain a 
scathing denunciation of a transaction 
by which Colonel Talmadge, while 
county attorney by appointment. by 
County Commissioner J. C. Thrasher, 
sold his country approximately 100 
acres of near-worthless land for $30 
an acre. ‘From our investigation of 
this transaction,’ quoting from the 
presentments, ‘we discoverea the fol- 
lowing facts: 

Extraordinary Trade. 

“‘Wheeler county was indebted to 
this county $1,146 for half supplies 
furnished and work done by the coun- 
ty on county line bridges and on the 
second day of January, 1923, issued 
to this tounty warrants in_ that 
amount. Shortly afterwards Commis- 
sioner Thrasher indorsed these war- 
rants to Mr. Talmadge, who sold them. 
On July 20, of this year, the day after 
the bill passed creating the present 
board of commissioners, the proceeds 
of these warrants had not been paid 
over to Telfair county, and on that 
day Mr. Talmadge executed a deed 
-to Telfair county for this tract of land, 
and Mr. Thrasher, as commissioner, is- 
sued $3,000 in county warrants to Mr. 
Talmadge for the same. Immediately 
afterwards Mr. Talmadge handed back 
aforesaid Wheeler county warrants. 
So it appears that the situation had 
reached the point where this extraordi- 
nary land trade was a necessity.’ 

“Colonel Talmadge having ‘stub- 
bornly refused’ to take back his land 
and return to the county the warrants 
he had taken for it, the board of com- 
missioners that succeeded the Thrash- 
er one-man commission, brought suit, 
through G. T. Holland, chairman, 
against Colonel Talmadge and former 
Commissioner Thrasher, to have the 
land deal annulled. 

Charged With Fraud. 

“Seldom, if ever, was more force- 
ful or expressive language used in a 
lawsuit than was that employed by 
Mr. Holland and his fellow plaintiffs 
in this action to express their uncom- 
nlimentary opinion of the character of 
Colonel Talmadge, whom they branded 
in the records of Telfair county supe- 
rior court as being a person who had 
attempted to ‘cheat and defrand said 
county and the people-thereof’; who 
had acted in a way ‘that was mani- 
festly against the rules of law and 
equity and the principles of common 
honesty’ in that they (Talmadge and 
Thrasher) had taken ‘advantage of 
their paid positions’ to ‘thereby delib- 
erately swindle said county and the 
people thereof by appropriating $3,000 
of snid couny’s funds and money .for 
a tract of land not worth one-fifth of 
that sum,’ ete. 

Money Return Requested. 

“These gentlemén alleged’ further 
in their superior court complaint that 
after they had taken over the affairs 
of the county, as commissioners, and 
‘as soon as said fraudulent trans- 
action was discovered’ the new board. 
‘by proper and legal proceedings re- 
pudiated and rejected the said alleg- 
ed purehase and sale’ and requested 
Colonel Talmadge to accept a quit- 
claim deed for the land in question, 
rescind the whole deal and return the 
80° $100 warrants he had procured 
from the county while he represented 
it as county attorney in the land trans- 
action with himself ‘And,’ the com- 
plaint goes on to charge ‘said Tal- 
madge then and there refused the rea- 
sonable request of said board of com- 
missioners, and still refuses to com: 
ply!” and it was not until a short 
time before the date set for trial 
of the case in superior court that 
Colonel Talmadge agreed to take back 
his land and return the money if 
further. proceedings were . dropped. 
This. was done, but only 22 of the 
50 warrants were returned, Colone] 
Talmadge claiming that eight of them 
had been lost. 

| Astounding Document. 

“In explanation of this whole trans- 
action, which Mr. Holland and his 
fellow commissioners alleged in their 
compleint was a ‘nefarious transac- 
tion and an uneonscionable scheme’ 
that had been ‘entered into and eun- 
summated in bad faith with intent te 
cheat and defrand said county of Tel- 
fair,’ Colonel Talmadge publishes a 
signed statement by the same board of 
commissioners that swore to the pre- 
vious. coinplaint against him, which

Jackson, Ga., September 3.—(Spe- 
cial.)

Discussing campaign statements, he 
said: 

“With only four more days in which 
to campaign before the primary, my 
opponents who sense their defeat have 
resorted to the usual trickery of 11th- 
hour eanards.

RECORDS COMPARED 
BY HARDMAN, 

Decatur, Ga., September 3.—(Spe- 
cial.) —Dr. L. G. Hardman, guberna- 
torial candidate, addressed the voters 
of DeKalb county here tonight and 
stated his platform consisted of two 
words, “business administration.” The 
speaker said: 

“There are just two words in my 
platform, but they cover more terri- 
tory than that of the republican and 
democratic national issues. Namely, 
business administration, The: pruning 
knife should be applied all along the 
line, expenses curtailed and every dol- 
lar of the taxpayers’ money made to 
count. Your money today is being 
spent in highway construction that is 
costing $2 for $1 worth of work.

Charges that John N. Holder favor-

The com- 
mittee, under a_ resolution of rhe 
house, made an investigation of the 
convict camps. Mr. Holder, as charr- 
man of the committee. made the report 
to the house on July 14, 1908. He 
severely criticised some of the camps 
and lessees. His report was an ar- 
raignment of the system. This report 
is printed in full in House Journal 
1908, pages 272-281. 

Probe Was Ordered. 


“On the same day the house ap- 
pointed a special committee to investi- 
gate the prison commission and the 
convict camps. 

“It was Mr. Holder’s report to 
Governor Smith that mainly induced 
him to eall an extra session of the 
legislature for the purpose of hearing 
the special report of the committee, 
and to enact such laws as would per- 
manently dispose of the convicts. 

“On the very first day of the extra 
session, August 25, 1908, Mr. Holder, 
ehairman of the penitentiary commit- 
tee, introduced house bill No. 1, ‘A bil 
to provide for future employment ot 
felony and misdemeanor convicts uvon 
the public roads of the severai coun- 
ties of this state, ete” (See House 
Journal 1908, page 19.) 

“On August 27, 1908, Mr. Holder, 
as chairman of the penitentiary com- 
mittee, made the following report: 

Mr. Speaker: Your committee on the pen- 
itentiary has had untler consideration honse 
hill No 1, and as chairman I am directed 
to report the same back to the house with 
the recommendation that it do pass as 
amended. 

I am directed also to report back the mes- 
sage of the goveruor, submitted and referred 
to the committee on penitentiary on August 
25th instant, and to say that committee has 
endeavored as far as possible to harmonize 
the provisions of the bill with the message. 
Respectfully submitted, 

OHN N. HOLDER, Chairman. 

(See House Journal 1908, page 96.) 

Bill Finally Passed. 


‘This same bill, with some slight 
amendments, was finally passed on 
September 18, 1908, by a vote of 115 
to 13, and became the law now found 
in the Acts of 1908. (See House Jour- 
nal, page 340.) 

“T am and was familiar with the 
provisions of the ‘Holder convict bill.’ 

“As a member of the penitentiary 
committee, because I was a lawyer, 
Mr. Holder called on me to write some 
of the sections. I recall, and he so 
stated to the house, that I wrote the 
sections, placing all misdemeanor con- 
victs under the prison commission and 
on the public roads. 

“During the time that the bill was 
pending in the house, the same was 
ealled up on August 31, 1908, when 
Mr. Holder arose to a question of per- 
sonal privileze. 
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“A certain individual, a Mr. Seely, 
of Atlanta, a publisher, printed sev- 
eral editorials attacking Mr. Holder in 
an effort to force him to abolish the 
prison commission. These attacks were 
not only false and foolish, but very 
vicious, 

‘When Mr. Holder arose to a ques- 
tion of personal privilege he bore bhim- 
self with great dignity and patience, 
He completely answered Mr. Seely. 


Holder Defends Self. 


“In his defense he read a letter 
from Governor Smith, commending 
him for his criticism of certain lessees 
and camps and praising him for his 
efforts to better the condition of the 
convicts. 

“Mr. Holder's full statement, and 
this letter of Governor Hoke Smith, 
can be read in House Journal 1908, 
Extra Session, pages 146-160. 

“At the conclusion of his statement, 
the following resolution was read and 
unanimously adopted by a rising vote, 
to wit: 

iy H. H. Perry of Hall—Resolved, That, 
while some of the members of this house 
may have differed with John N. Holder on 
questions of public policy, we all wish to 
express our supreme confidence in his high 
personal character and absolute integrity, 
and that we recognize that his views and 
votes on all public questions bave been dic- 
tated by the most pure and patriotic mo- 
tives, and we believe that any reflections 
upon him, which have been founded on a 
lack of pure information and without foun- 
dation in the fact that we all deeply regret 
that any such reflection has been made, be 
it further 

Resolved. That his vindication in his re- 
marks before the house on a question of 
personal privilegé has been in every respect 
complete and unanswerable. 

(Journal of the House Extra Session 1908, 
page 160.) 

“The press all over the state praised 
Mr. Holder for his work in helping 
to destroy the lease system. His vin- 
dication by the legislature from these 
attacks by Mr. Seely was the subject 
of many favorable editorials. 

Quotes Editorial. 

“The Atlanta Constitution the next 
day had a splendid editorial on Mr. 
Holder, as follows: 

Representative John N. Holder, of Jack- 
son, did not need vindication from the news- 
paper attack made upon him; his friends 
and acquaintances over the state knew him 
for a man of undoubted integrity, consci- 
entious in conviction and faithful in every 
trust, their confidence in him was not for a 
moment shaken, 

sut, lest those who did_ not know him 
might be misled, it was well that offictal 
and publie action in reply to the unjust and 
unwarranted assault upon his reputation 
should have been taken by the house of 
which he is a member. 

In calm and decorous but emphatic terms 
he answered the traduction, and in pointed 
resolution the house by unanimous rising 
vote declared that he had been unjustly 
maligned. It was a tribute in which aliy 
and adversary, all his friends, joined alike, 
because they knew John Holder’s life, pub- 
lic and private, was far above such censure.

Striking into the very heart of the 
banking situation with reference to 
affairs of the Georgta State bank, the 
defunct Bankers’ Trust company, the 
state department of banking and bank- 


‘ing conditions throughout the state in 
.geners!, the Fulton grand jury submit- 
| ted to Judge Edgar E. Pomeroy in 


Fulton superior court drastic recom- 
mndations. 

The grand jury during the major 
portion of the July-August term has 
been occupied in frequent and pro- 
longed sessions devoted solely to in- 
vestigation of conditions underlying 
and leading up to the recent collapse 
the Bankers’ Trust company and 
the Georgia State bank, together with 
their allied interests and banks 
throughout this stat> and Florida. 
Failure of the two principal institu- 
tions, with home offices in Atlanta, 
resulted in the temporary, if not per- 
manent, closing of 80 banks in Geor- 
gia and approximately 60 banks in 
Florida. 

Mure tha na score of indictments 
have been returned by the grand jury 
naming officers of the defunct Bank- 
ers’ Trust company on charges grow- 
ing out of the failure of these banks. 

Many Witnesses Tes‘ify. 

Witnesses from all parts of the state 
and many from without have appeared 
betere the body and their testimouy, 
coupled with available documentary 
evidence, formed the basis of the spe- 
cial presentments and of the genera!’ 
presentments, it was pointed out. 

‘Reports from all parts of the state 
indicate that the failures have result- 
ed in the crippling of business, loss of 
widows’ and orphans’ funds, life sav- 
ings of now aged people, deposits and 
supposed investments of people in prac- 
tically every walk of life. the, unlaw- 
ful dissipation of funds held trust, 
and even the partial if not complete 
loss of funds deposited by the state 
department of banking,” the present- 


/ments said. 


Organization and cperation of the 
Bankers’ ‘Trust company was fully dis- 
cussed in the presentments. |. 

No Audit Avaiiable. 


The Georgia State bank was char- 
tered and opened for business in May, 
1922, with a capital of $200,000, 
which was later increased to $500.- 
000. This bank was the parent bank 
of 20 smaller banking institutions 
some of which were acquired by pur- 
chase of the controlling interests: 
others were organized by the parent 
bank. 

“The grand jury was unable to 
secure from the state banking depart- 
ment any evidence that this bank and 
its branches had ever had a consoli- 
dated audit, and the only evidence 
was that upon call to the state banks 
in Georgia the parent bank did submit 
a consolidated report to the bank- 
ing department, but we desire to call 
particular attention to the fact that 
the Georgia State bank and _ its 
branches were considered as an in- 
stitution and yet no official audit was 


‘made of same as required by law,” 


the presentments said. 

“The charter was granted November 
22, 1911. the original capital being 
$10,000 with privilege of increasing 
to a sum not exceeding $2,000,000,” 
the presentments set forth. “At the 
stockholders’ meeting accepting the 
charter the capital was increased to 
$400,000, with surplus of $200,000. As 
to how this capital and surplus was 
paid in, the grand jury has not had 
time to ascertaia and verify, but re- 
spectiully submits that part of its as- 
sets consisting of stock of the Bank- 
ers Financing company, which fi- 
naveed and previously operated the 
Witham chain of banks, and its value 
is set down as $425,000. It seems to 
uave had no direct supervision by its 
trustees as a body, as the auditors 
report thereon states: 

Trustees meetings were held regularly 
fron. date of organization until September 
24, 1923. The next minutes appearing of 
record are dated March 9, 1 26. 

“Showing that for a period of two 
years and six months no corporate 
action was held. Quoting the audi- 
tors’ repcert: 

The records of the company have not been 
properly kept for a period of several years

chain and Georgia state banks, these 
nggregating over $2,000,000. Ia addi- 
tion. the auditors’ report reads: 
zceording to availabie information, the 
Bankers ‘Trust company has participating 
certificates outstanding in an amount ap- 
proximating $12,000.000. In addition. to ali 
other liabilities, the Bankers’ ‘I'rust com- 
pany has sold notes of others amonntinzg to 
approximately $11,750,000. We are advised 
that the Bankers’ Trust company guaran- 
teed the payment of some of these notes, 
but not ali of them, It appears from the 
records examined that the principal items 
of participating certificates and notes sold 
wers execrvted by officers, affiliated com- 
panies and companies in which the offi- 
cera are interested or identified. 
“From examination of the evidence 
submitted it was found that call 
money from Florida to the extent of 
$1,710,00C was placed by Florida 
hanks with Georgia banks under the 
dominatien of the Bankers’ Trust 
rorapany and the Georgia State bank; 
whereas the Georgia banks placed call 
money to the extent of only $59, 
in Florida.” 

Some of the branches of the Geor- 
gia State bank were in precarious 
condition, according to reports of ex- 
aminers tor the state banking deport- 
ment to the jurors, and, in addition, 
their capital was impaired in seven 
distinct reports of branches. 

“The banks were loaded down with 
notes and participating certificates, 
it was said, in loans to individuals 
to companies which were con- 
trolied by the officers and directors 
of the Georgia: State bank, and tbe 
local bank officials testified that these 
loans were sent to them from the 
parent office and, having implicit con- 
fidence in the home officers, they al- 
ways sent. them’ the money for the 
loans without question. 

“Our examination | discloses’ that 
over a half a million dollars of these 
affiliated loans were placed with the 
branches by the home office. We de- 
sire to stress the fact that the officers 
and directors of the parent bank were 
also officers and directors of the 
branch bauks and the cashier of each 
local hank was under their direction 
and authority and hence the ease with 
which this paper was handled. The 
directorate of the Georgia State bank 
interlocked with the directorate of the 
Bankers’ Trust company.” 

Present Laws Adequate. 

The present law of the state as a 
whole is sound, safe and adequate for 
protection of depositors, the present- 
ments pcinted out, a thorough study 
having been made of the law by the 
jurors. 

“The charges underlying and pre- 
cipitating the collapse of these institu- 
tions are not chargeable to deficiencies 
in the law, or to the need for amend-

promptly and rigidly enforce the state 
barking laws,” it was declared. 

“The conclusions of this grand jury 
regarding the state banking depart- 
ment have been reached after a most 
careful consideration of all the testi- 
mony relating thereto, and particular- 
ly that given by the superintendent of 
the department. The reports of exam- 
iners have from time to time shown 
unsound conditions in many of these 
banks, even from the inception of the 
State banking department, and had 
these conditions been properly ana- 
lyzed by the superintendent and 
promptly acted upon under the authori- 
ty vested in him by law much would 
have been accomplished toward a devel- 
opment of the true state of affairs in 
these banks and the catastrophe of 
July 12 would have been averted. 


“This body is of opinion that the 
superintendent of banks has been neg- 
ligent in the discharge of his daties. 
The opinion as to negligence is found- 
ed upon testimony given by the super- 
intendent, by attaches of his office, 
and upon evidence appearing in the re- 
ports of state bank examiners. 


Facts Disclosed. 


“Such testimony and evidence clear- 
ly establishes the dollowing princi- 
pal facts: 

“1. The existence in these banks of 
evidence of large loans to officers and 
directors and to corporations owned 
and controlled by them, some of these 
loans, renewed from time to time, 
dated back originally as far as 1911. 

“2. The existence of paper of ac- 
knowledged questionable value and the 
insufficiency of security thereon in 
many of these banks. 

“3. That impairments of capital, 
shortages in reserves, as required by 
law, violations of sections 22, 23, 24 
and 25 of article 19 of the state bank- 
ing code are apparent from state bank 
ee reports as far back as 

“4 That assessments were levied 
against stockholders to cure impair- 
ments of capital and these assessments 
remained unpaid and subsequent re- 
ports showed these assessments Car- 
ried as assets. 

“5. That the superintendent, by his 
own testimony, had a_ very limited 
knowledge of certain of the facts and 
was in total ignorance of others. 
which the duties of his office required 
him to know. 

No Attempt at Auditing. 

“6 That no concerted efforts had 
been made at any time by this depart- 
ment to obtain a complete and simul!- 
taneous audit of branch banks aad 
thereby obtain an exact knowledge of 
the true condition of the parent bank. 

“7 That the state banking law wae 
not complied with in relation to a 
full and complete audit or examina. 
tion of the Georgia State bank during 
its entire existence. 

“8 That the records and the examin- 
ers’ -reports clearly show repeated 
violations of sections 21 and 22, ar- 
ticle 20, of the state banking code, 
relating to loans to officers, directors 
and employees, 

“9-—‘Instances have been noted that 
many of these country banks with cap- 
tal as small as $15,000 had records 
of deposits of call money in amounts 
as large as $50,000 or more, and in 
some cases the call monev was in ex- 
cess of the local deposits; thus jeop- 
ardizing the solvency of these banks, 
ivasmuch as this call money was off- 
set by time loans, placed through 
either the Bankers Trust cumpany or 
the Georgia State bank to persons or 
to corporations wholly unknown to 
the local bankers. 

“This grand jury concludes that the 
superintendent of the state depart- 
ment of banking was derelict in his 
duty in permitting these conditions co 
exist, which ultimately resulted in 
this great calamity injuring not on!l¢r 
the depositors in these 
but damaging the credit 
name of the state at large.’

Here- 
tofore I have not, nor will I now, 
engage in any newspaper controversy, 
but inasmuch as the bauks of this 
state support this office, I take it that 
the efforts of this department made 
toward preventing the cri sh brought 
about by the failure of th: Brenkers’ 
Trust company would be of interest 
to you. 

“First, I shall relrte the activi- 
ties toward an immediate relief of 
the situation, and second, the ci rts 
put forth throughout my -entire ad- 
ministration, which have continued 
since the present banking ‘:w was 
put into effect. 

“You will understarfl that the 
Rarkers’ Trust company was organ- 
ized in 1911. Its banks were operat- 
ing when I assumed the duties of this 
oftice. It is to be understood also 
that the Georgia State bank, with its 
20 branches, had and possessed trust 
company powers and the system had 
affiliated with it some 200. banks. 
Ors hundred and twenty-nine were 
‘n Georgia, 67 in Florida and some 
< or: 10 in New York and New Jer- 
sey, some of the last-named being na- 
tional banks. During the deflation 
pertod, extending from the fall of 1920 
univ 1922, all of these banks with- 
stocd the deflation that then existed. 
In 1923, 1924 and 1925, these 67 
Florida banks were in a highly pros- 
perous condition, and had they con- 
tinued so the profits which they made 
would have been sufficient to with- 
stard any trouble that any of the 
ther banks, either in Georgia or else- 
where, had to stand. 

Became Apprehensive. 

“No man could forecast when 
flation would set in in Florida. 
ertneless. the writer, in the fall of 
1925, became apprehensive. The 
Bankers Trust company is not sub- 
ject to any supervisory control under 
the laws of this state. Prior to this 
time { had instructed and had my ex- 
aminers furnish to me a list of all the 
receivyaoles that the Bankers’ Trust 
company, its affiliated corporations or 
individuals had placed therein. You 
will understand that all of these notes 
were forwarded from the office of the 
Bankers’ Trust company to the in- 
dividuat banks. The directors of these 
individual banks made these loans. 

“Tt is the directors who are charged 
by law with the rsponsibility of mak- 
ing loans, and not this department. 
The department of banking can never 
exercise, nor was 1t ever contemplated 
that it should exercise, the function of 
a loan committee of the individaal 
banks. These directors would pass 
upon these loans and would remit, or 
eause to be remitted, to the Bankers’ 
Trust company, or to whomsoeyer 
they directed, funds of their bank for 
the notes that were forwarded to 
them. Twice each vear they are calied 
upon to make-an audit of their bank, 
to go over all of its bills receivatle, 
to count its cash, and the like. They 
are required to submit this audit to 
the department, and in it they are re- 
quired to set out the doubtful and 
worthless paper and assets of their 
banks. 

“Two examinations of a hank are 
made each year. I instructed my ex- 
aminers not only to go over with tie 
officers of each bank all/of this paper, 
but all of the paper that they had in 
these banks. My examiners required 


de-

the officers, under the penalty of the 
law, to disclose to them any bad or 
doubtful assets in the bank. 

“The department cannot function as 
a credit agency. There is no authority 
in the law for me to make, or to have 
made. an appraisal of the assets of 
any going bank other than that just 
described. Therefore, when the diree- 
tors and the officers verified under 
oath that the notes and paper sent to 
them by the Bankers’ Trust company, 
or through its agencies, were good, for 
me to have taken the opposite. position 
would have amounted to imputing per- 
jury to the officers who had sworn to 
this audit and who had made disclos- 
ures to my examiners. It would also 


amount to the department taking 
charge of and running the affairs of 
the bank to the exclusion of the direc- 
tors and officers which the particular 
community had elected and placed in 
a position of confidence and responsi- 
bility in their institutions. 

“Accordingly, Messrs. Adams and 
Russell were made officers of the 
Barkers’ Trust company with euthor- 
ity equal to that of Mr. Manley. They 
submitted to him their ‘observations 
containing my views with reference 
to a rehabilitation of that company. 
A copy of their memorandum to Mr. 
Mauley is attached hereto. I point 
io sOme pertraent paragraphs and call 
your attention to them, among the 
others, which are as follows: 

“The superintendent is gravely 
concerned over the whole situa- 
t.on of our banks and the Bank- 
ers Irust company as it affects 
tuose banks and their relationship 
to it. Something like 25 per ceat 
ct the banks under his super- 
vision are our banks and their 
welfare and ability to function as 
geing institutions and to continue 
8» tv function is ta his mind a 
matter of the gravest public con- 
eern, 

“The superintendent feels that 
this being the case, that if any 
calamity should happen to them 
it wuuld be an immeasurable dis- 
aster, not only to Georgia and 
Florida, but to the whole eountry., 
and to avoid the possibility of 
sich, he feels impelled to use the 
whole weight and power of his of- 
fice if necessary. 

“The superintendent takes the 
position that the interests and 
welfare of too many people, in 
tect, the whole state, are in- 
volved to allow the situation § to 
drift along without adequate 
plans. 

“The superintendeat’s attitude 
is Wholly constructive and co- 
operative, but very determined. 
lie has deferred action up to this 
t'me out of consideration against 
precipitation, or doing anything 
which might prove in any way 
destructive instead of construc- 
tive. but is aow convinced that 
the time has come for him to take 
: very determined stand, as he is 
doing. He says that there are 
two lines along which he might 
move to accomplish his purpose. 
Ihe one, to make his exactions 
and requirements direct to the 
individual banks under his super- 
7'sion, requiring the elimination 
of any and all paper with which 
he is not satisfied and convinced 
is proper to be in banks, but 
that this course would bring about 
a tremendous amount of talk and 
contain @lements of danger and 
migh: prove destructive. The other 
course, which he has chosea to 
follow, being to undertake to han- 
die the matter quietly and pri- 
vately with us directly and to 
bring about the changes and ad- 
justments which he considers im- 
ie by agreement if possi- 
) | ae

lion dollars. You will understand that 
the Bankers’ Trust company owned, 
or practically owned, the Bankers’ 
Financing company, and, therefore, 
the Bankers’ Trust company bad suf- 
fered seriously by these illegal manip- 
ulations by Manley and Anthony. Pur- 
suing their efforts, Adams and Russell 
reported that they had obtained an 
agreement on May 14 from Manley 
and Anthony whereby these assets 
were to be divided, and that the Bank- 
ers’ ‘i'rust company would profit by 
this division to the extent of $1,250,- 


would, in their opinion, take care of 
all the @emands that could, or might 
be, made upon the Bankers’ Trust 
company, both by the banks in Florida 
and Georgia. 
The Florida Deflation. 

“Before this settlement could be per- 
fected, Florida’s demands grew heav- 
ier and bank failures were the result, 
They then reported that it was impos- 
sible to get this division and this 
cash, but that Mr. Manley still had 
$800,000 in cash and he _ reported 
that he was still worth from five to 
six million dollars, and that he prom- 
ised, as he did in his various com- 
munications set out as exhibits hereto, 
to use his own personal fortune to 
protect Georgia banks, and that he 
was doing so. The sums which Mr. 
Manley is reported to have advanced 
to the anks in Georgia is variously 


OOO prior to the date of the suspen- 
sion of the Bankers’ Trust company. 
On July 10 Mr. Adams reported that 
the situation was acute and Mr. Man- 
ley advised that he would not continue 
to make these advances. 

“Immediately, and on that same day, 
I had called a meeting of the bankers 


lanta. This meeting lasted through- 
out Saturday afternoon and was con- 
tinued Sunday, July 11. Its purpose 
was to advise the Atlanta bankers of 
the situation and to ascertain from 
them whether or not they had any sug- 
eestions to make or to offer that would 
better the situation. I am advised that 
in this executive session held on Sun- 
day, gne of the bankers belonging 
to the clearing house suggested to the 
others that they place at the disposal 
of these institutions the sum of three 
million dollars, which it was estimat- 
ed would save the situation. This sum 
was to be placed not only by the banks 
in Atlanta, but the bankers in Macon, 
Savannah, Albany, Augusta, Thomas- 
ville, Columbus, Rome and Athens 
should be called in and asked to con- 
tribute to this sum in proportion that 
their resources bore toward the amount 
to be advanced. He stated that he was 
willing to charge his pro rata part to 
the plus and undivided profits and that 
if it did save the situation it would be 
the greatest charge that had ever 
been made by his institution to that 
item. He reminded the members of 
the clearing house that they lived fur- 
ther than five blocks from Five Points, 
and that their interests were state- 
wide. It was the consensus of opin- 
ion, however. as I am informed, that 
the svstem of chain banks was wrong 
and that if it e@ould not stand alone, 
to advance this sum would be giving 
aid to a situation that would contin- 
ue to be in need. 

“This, in detail, is my work and 
immediate direct efforts to prevent 
the failure of the banks known as the 
‘Manley system.’ There were 129 
of them. When their failure began 
it then became my duty to save as 
many of these institutions as possible. 
To that end, the iemaining ones were 
called to the office: their directors 
were required to take out of their

banks all of the worthless assets. I 
am proud of the fact and confident 
that 55 of the 159 are now as sound | 
Institutions this country affords. | 
To have had some little part in saving | 
this number will always be an effort! 
of which I am. proud.” 

Mr. Bennett's statement coneludes} 
with his efforts to have legislation | 
passed that would remedy defects in 
present banking laws. 

“T repeat that no man could forecast 
the time when deflation in Florida 
might set in. nevertheless. in the fall 
of 1925 1 called to my office Mr. W. | 
D. Manley and discussed the situation 
as might result upon the happening of 
such an event. And in anticipation | 
of such a deflation, I told him that 
there were two lines upon which I 
might move to accomplish my purpose 
of preventing a disaster in the event 
of deflation. Ons was to make ex- 
actions and requirements direet to and | 
of the individual bank, requiring | 
it to eliminate any paper received | 
from this souree. If this eourse was 
to be followed, then each bank would

have been called u 
have resulted in direct demands, would 
have caused a tremendous amount of 
talk, and would have contained many 
elements of danger. 

Manley Claims $5,000,000. 

“The other course was for me to 
go direct to the Bankers’ Trust com- 
pany. The latter was adopted. Mr. 
Manley agreed to submit financial 
statements of the companies interest- 
ed and having loans in the banks of 
Georgia.. On January 1, 1926, Mr. 
Manley wrote a letter, copy of which 
is hereto attached as an exhibit. Il 
quote herein the fifth paragraph of 
that letter, which is as follows: 

“‘T also nate you include my 
own name. In this respect I wish 
to say that I have quick assets 
that could be immediately avail- 
able of something over a million. 
In addition to this, I have quick 
assets and investments of a ready 
market value of upwards of three 
to four millions, probably a good 
deal more. My obligations are 

-nominal and I do not think I have 

out any obligations of any consid- 
erable amount whatever, except 
those that are amply secured by 
quick convertible collateral.’ 

“While this letter was written as 
an officer of the Bankers’ Trust 
company, nevertheless, Mr. Manley 
was at that time president of two 
banks-—the Georgia State bank. with 
20 branches, and the Farmers’ .and 
Traders’ bank of this city. This let- 
ter contained information concerning 
paper which both of them were in- 
terested in. You will umllerstand that 
for an officer of a bank to deceive 
the superintendent of banks is a crime 
made punishable by imprisonment and 
labor in the penitentiary for not less 
than one nor more than 10. years. 
This letter of Manley’s, therefore, has 
greater force than an ordinary state- 
ment made by some individual not 
an. officer of a bank, because I had 
a right to rely upon the same as be- 
ing the absolute truth. On January 2 
and January 7, 1926, the writer called 
for additional information, and on 
January 19 Mr. Manley wrote an- 
other letter, the third paragraph of 
which is as follows: 

‘in the meantime, I hope you 
will give us credit for holding our 
end of the banks in Georgia, 
vhich we will always do. We have 
never bad a failure among our 
banks in Georgia and never will 
have, and I will use my own per- 
sonal resources to protect these 
institutions.’ ” 

Plan Is Adopted. 

“The resources which he reported 
in this letter of the 19th, and which 
were written in the light of the law, 
making him a criminal if they were 
not true, vere, aS you can see, more 
than &5,000,000.- Financial  state- 
ments of the various companies were 
not fortheoming as desired, and 
realizing that I had no supervision 
over the Bankers’. Trust company, 
nevertheless, I thought 1t wise to 
have some access or some person con- 
nected with that institution to whom 
I could look for information, Mr. 
Manley was again ealled in and 1 
d manded that L. R. Adams, who was 
then president of the Georgia State 
bank, and who had been connected 
with the Bankers’ Trust company 
previous thereto, should be made an 
officer of the Bankers’ Trust com- 
pany, because I had been able, dur- 
ing the time that Mr. Adams was 
the president of the Georgia State 
bank, to get information from hin. 
On receipt of this demand, Mr. Man- 
ley wrote on February 24 as.foHows:

‘suggestion that the details of the 
information vou wish be delegated 
to Messrs. Russell and ams,

“ ‘Just let me add that our af- 
fairs, which you seem to be just 
a little bit worried about, are 
no grounds for worrying. We are 
working these banks up today— 
the vay is clear—alm..t every 
week shows an improvement, and 
I am going to see them through 
in good condition.’ 

Proposed Law on Loans. 

He said he submitted to bankers 
generally a proposal of his governing 
the conditions under which banks 
could make certain classes of loans 
and that, though it had the approval 
of the Georgia Bankers’ association, 
there was such a combined. effort 
against it that it would have been 
useless to insist upon its passage. 


Having no power to regulate trust 
companies, he said he next sought 
passage of a law governing banks with 
trust company powers so as to pre- 
vent them from investing their funds 
in any securities other than those 
in which banks were permitted to in- 
vest. He said that the Country 
Bankers’ association strongly opposed 
the measure, the fight being led by 
L. R. Adams. Had this measure been 
passed, Bennett said, he was confi- 
dent the situation now confronting the 
state would have been prevented.

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Bennet, also drew ‘attention to the» 


fact that the sate legislaure had de 
nitely refused to give the state ba: 
ing deparment -ny authority in the 
matter of accepting or refusing appli- 
cations for incorporation of banks. 

“T cannot answer the criticism made 
by those who probably are disappoint- 
ed because I could not appoint their 
favorite liquidating agent or attorney 
to liquidate banks,”’ he said, “nor have 
I the time to go into public print in 
order that I may enlighten the unin- 
formed on their lack of knowledge of 
the law and of the facts.”

MILLER RECEIVER 


| na York, September 3.—(4)}— 
Lawrence Berenson today was appoint- 
ed receiver in equity for G. L. Miller 
Co., one of the largest real estate 
and mortgage bond houses in the Unit- 
ed States. 

The firm is understood to have zp- 
proximately 21,000 customers and 150 
loans of a total value of about $50,- 


The company recently had been un- 
der fire and its affairs had been un- 
der the scrutiny of the New Yerk at- 
torney general's office. Its’ Pennsyl- 
vania license recently was revoked by 
the bureau of securities at Harris- 
burg. 

Miller and company, one of the 
largest real estate and mortgage bond 
houses in this country, went into 
equity receivership today. Assets of 
the company were placed at $9,636,- 
987 and its liabilities at $6,915,324. 
Lawrence Berenson was at? re- 
ceiver and placed under $100,000 
bond. 

Both the G. L. Miller company and 
the Investment Banking corporation, 
a subsidiary company also named in 
the action, filed answers admitting the 
allegations and joining in the request 
for the appointment of a receiver. 

The company maintained 20 branch 
offices and in addition had more than 
500 agencies throughout this country 
and Europe for distribution of its 
bonds. 

Its operations extended throughout 
the south, north and middlewest, the 
corporation having underwritten bond 
issues for approximately 150 struc- 
tures located in 58 cities in 16 states 
and aggregating about $70,000,000 in 
value. The firm is understood to have 
approximately 21,000 customers. 

The receivership action was brought 
in federal court by the Park Avenue 
corporation, which claimed that on 
April 1, the Miller company contracted 
to pay it $1,425,000, in installments 
for constructing a building. The pay- 
ment of $50,000 due on August 6 was 
not made, the complaint charges, and 
this default caused the corporation to 
curtail its building operations and de- 
lay the completion of the building for 
a month. 

Last July it was announced that a 
group of labor bankers and business 
men had taken over control of the 
company. At that time Mr. Miller re- 
tired from the presidency and was suc- 
eeeded by Luke J. Murphy, former 
executive vice president of the Broth- 
erhood of Locomotive Engineers Trust 
Company of New York. 

Mr. Murphy resigned later and the 
office of president has been vacant 
since, | 

The present officers are: EF. B. 
Weller, vice president: R. J. Francis 
vice president; R. F. Sehmitz, of Phil- 
adelphia, vice president; W. C. Wheel- 
er, vice president; H. L. Morris, treas- 
urer, and Paul T. Arnold, of Atlanta, 
Ga., secretary.

In Au- 
cust, 1925, this was increased to S3,-
